PROJECT ECOFUCK II: "Abortion is killing America's future"--a bumper 
sticker slogan which does not even attempt to assess the value of a human life 
beyond its role as a productive citizen, with a predetermined national identity. 
This, along with demographic expressions of alarm at decreasing birth rates 
or status quo population growth, is not a sincere reaction to a credible 
humanistic need but a concern justifying the continuation of a centralized, 
industrial economy. The imposed, anthropocentric function of life, not jus: 
human life but all life, is relegated to its value to and investment within the 
capitalist mode of industry and economy. Our function is one not only of 
idealizing the model of the productive citizen, but to insure and invest in the 
future of the system by producing a base of young, productive workers (one 
visualizes a society in which elderly, handicapped, homosexual or similar 
"unproductive" members of the population are undesirable unless they can be 
somehow acclimated into the workforce, as is the case). For environmental 
reasons, population decline is desirable, because instituting environmentally 
sustainable population levels would deeply undermine industrial power and 
the base of social control upon which it depends. Industrialism depends upon 
a body of labor from which to draw upon, in order to centralize its own power 
structure at inaccessible levels. From this vantage point the technocracy is 
further able to promote the necessity not only for new labor, but also for a large 
body of consumers and for the implied prosperity of undisciplined capital 
expansion. Biological concerns, such as maintaining a harmonious environ¬ 
mental equilibrium or recognizing that population decline is a natural occurence 
under stressful, unbalanced living conditions, do not come into consider¬ 
ation. The result of this is not an economy or equally distributed power 
structure designed to fulfill the needs of humans, but rather the predesignation 
of human lives as fuel to the machine that encourages a centralized industrial 
power base. This represents a twofold loss: one, the continued despoilment 
of natural environments and habitats, and two, the surrender of our basic 
individual freedom to control our reproductive destinies. 






It is awkward to discuss homosexuality, not because I am embarassed or 
too polite but because I find myself with the slightly disempowering 
responsibility of legitimizing my affections. We must escape the notion 
that having to answer for our sexuality is an appropriate response, and 
direct our attention to a more sophisticated critique of traditional sexual 
relations, for the solution to acceptance lies not in defending our identities 
but in reconstructing the conventional model of all sexual behavior. This 
model involves the exertion of power over another’s body, another’s space. 

In this relationship communication, intimacy is impossible. Under this 
model sex itself is criminalized; spaces, bodies are not meant to be shared, 
mutually, pleasurably, only penetrated, ruptured. Under this model the 
obligation to responsibility is lost to the confusing statutes of morality. 
This model alienates us from one another even in moments of highest 
intimacy. This model produces ANGER in those who are forced to realize 
their sexualities in a climate of covert affection. My lovefor another male, 
my affection is a political act, in a culture where my affection is illegal. 
THIS IS AN ANGER WHICH COMES FROM A LIFETIME SPENT IN DENIAL, 
OF HAVING OUR LIVES AND HISTORIES UNREPRESENTED, OF BEING 
DENIED BASIC COMMUNICATION WITH ONE ANOTHER. WHEN THAT 
ANGER COMES TO THE TOP AND BOILS OVER THERE WILL BE WAR...we 
must be cautious, however, about constructing our identities on a founda¬ 
tion of pain; about anger motivating our action and affirming our resolve. 
We musn’t allow ourselves to be put in a position where we have to prove 
the power of our love, we must retain control over our bodies, our lives. 
The anger will always be there. If it is my sole motivation then let it be a 
productive one. Ironically, it is anger which results from the need, the 
right, to express love. This expression of love is articulated through the 
experience of helplessness and outrage. OUR RAGE IS THE RAGE OF 

DESIRE. 

This is refusal. 

This is renewal. 

We will do away with the model and reconstruct our culture, or else we will 
never be healed, not in a meaningful way. Culture is the mediation between 
the land and our bodies, between our bodies and our selves. A crisis of 
fragmentation and isolation. We will rediscover communication, within the 
private, revolutionary space of our bodies, sharing, touching, whole and 
splendid. This will in turn redefine and rupture our modes of hierarchal, 
alienating interaction, and will reverberate through our lives in every 

possible way.

I too am sorry we don’t live in a world which is sensible and satisfying. Allowances are made, 
unfortunately, we have little decision in this. Short-term goals seem to have little if no effect, so I 
can sympathize with people who are unable to make even these small efforts. I do not sympathize 
# with those who make laziness and the lack of will to effect positive change within their lives their 
philosophy, the justification for inactivity. The fact that people are willing to make allowances in the 
pursuit of these struggles shows that movement in some direction is being made. Resistance 
through a medium will always be determined by that medium. Is it necessary, or productive? I 
think so. But the short-term is not the solution and we must feel its connection to broader 
systematic activity. Don’t suspend critical judgement, but keep moving, recognize the process; 
it can have direct effect, practically, on ourselves, now. These goals recognize what is practical 
and realistic for ourselves today. 

I realize I must live my life independent of other people’s expectations. I’m sick of apologies, I’m 
• sick of conflict, I’m almost sick of myself. But I am here, this is my personality, this is me. I am 
here for you, I have to offer what I am able and more, I love you, but fuck off. I am willing to look 
at myseif and change what is necessary. I will try to be sensitive to you. But I’m through looking 
at transparencies. It is time for action. Consider yourself invisible. I went through the black dirty 
shit but I came back the same person. What did I learn? This.
